2012 Auditor Report 


2011 Town Financials 


The Acworth Town financials for 2011 were audited during 2012. The audit was 
completed using the New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) 
form MS-60, Report of Locally Elected Auditor. The audit included a review of the 
records from the General Ledger, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Trustees of Trust Funds, 
Town Clerk and Library. The audit found no discrepancies in any of these records. Asa 
result of the audit, several recommendations were made to improve record keeping and 
facilitate tracking of town finances. The completed MS-60 was submitted to the Acworth 
Town Select board and the NH DRA. The completed MS-60 can be reviewed at the 
Acworth Town Offices. 


2011 Trustees of Trust Funds 


The Acworth Town Trustees of Trust Funds financials for 2011 were audited during 
2012. The audit found no discrepancies in the records. All records are filed and very 
well documented. All accounts and New Hampshire State form MS-9’s are maintained 
by Citizens Bank.

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2012 Tax Collector’s Report 


The Board of Selectmen issued warrants for the collection of 2012 property taxes totaling 
$2,076,210.00. As of 12/31/2012 the Town received payments of $1,889,434.20 which 
means 91% of taxes have been collected. This is the same as in 2010 and 2011. 


In addition warrants were issued for Land Use Change Taxes of $2700.00, Yield Taxes of 
$25,524.32 and Gravel Taxes of $19.42. On 12/31/2012 the combined outstanding 
balance for these taxes was $1,504.00. 


On October 29, 2012, 5 liens were outstanding for the 2009 Levy affecting 4 taxpayers. 
Two properties were deeded to the Town: land on Black North Road and building and 
land on Lynn Hill Road. The Board of Selectmen issued 2 waivers for the remaining 3 
liens for the 2009 Levy. These 2 taxpayers have been making weekly/monthly payments 
and are in compliance with their payment plans. 


I have not mailed notices to delinquent taxpayers alerting them to the 2012 Levy lien date 
of August 5, 2013. By the time you read this, the notices will have been mailed. 

All properties with uncollected 2012 taxes on August 5, 2013 will receive a lien 
regardless of the amount of taxes. Liens are an expensive proposition: 18% interest plus 
various fees. Please pay. 


The unpaid 2010 Levy is scheduled for tax deeding on October 28, 2013. As of 
12/31/2012, 13 tax payers are scheduled for tax deeding and subsequent eviction. Please 
contact me immediately to set up regular payments, otherwise I will be forced to 
recommend the execution of a tax deed to the Board of Selectmen. You can make an 
appointment with me any time that is convenient for you. 


In 2012, 30 taxpayers received real estate liens for the 2011 Levy. Of these 24 liens 
remain unpaid in the amount of $58,815.16. 


On December 31, 2012, the 2010 Levy had 14 unpaid liens outstanding in the amount of 
$29,009.35. The 2009 Levy has 3 liens outstanding in the amount of $8,795.28. The 2008 
Levy has 2 liens outstanding in the amount of $6,148.84. These amounts do not include 
the interest which is accruing. 


As always I have enjoyed being your tax collector and plan on being here in 2013.

I will always be closed on a Tuesday evening of an election, so please 
keep that in mind.

As a reminder, there is the option of renewing your registration and/or dog license on 
the Internet. To do this, go to the town website www.acworth.cc, scroll down and 
select the appropriate icon and follow the step-by-step instructions. 


Please be sure to make out two checks for vehicle registration and print out the 
confirmation. One check made out to The Town of Acworth and the other to The State 
of NH DMV. Mail the confirmation in with your checks and keep a copy for yourself 
until you receive your registration in the mail. You are able to renew your registrations 
up to four months in advance.

2012 Selectmen’s Report 
Road projects and code compliance dominated the Board’s agendas in 2012. 


Despite several weeks of wet weather early in the season the Crane Brook Road culvert 
replacement and the preparation of Charlestown Road for paving were both completed. 
Although the culvert replacement had been delayed a year the project came in on budget 
and the 75% matching FEMA funds were received in a timely manner. Resurfacing of 
Crane Brook Road is scheduled after Charlestown Road in the Town’s Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP). Charlestown Road will require two years to pave at current cost 
levels. When it is finished it will have consumed the balance of three years of the Town’s 
road projects budget or close to $700,000. It is staggering to think that each of our asphalt 
roads requires this level of investment and years to complete. 


With that sort of budget news in mind the Board decided not to replace the International 
truck in 2013 although it was scheduled for trade in the CIP. In addition the Board is 
working with Dave Lacasse on alternatives to a $300,000 replacement of the Town’s 
grader. The grader is only used certain times of the year. Contracting grading could cost 
$25,000 per year as opposed to $55,000 for debt service on a replacement. While we 
work this out we are continuing to set aside money in the Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund. 


Because the Transfer Station is under the supervision of the Highway Department we will 
be able to use money from the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund to purchase a trash 
compactor. The advantage of owning our own became evident during talks with vendors 
on the renewal of our trash hauling contract with Gobin in 2012. Solid waste is a business 
which is subject to widely fluctuating costs. If we own a compactor we have greater 
flexibility to secure the best hauling price. 


Code compliance is an area which requires patient persistence. The Town adopted a 
Master Plan and voted a Zoning Ordinance based on how it wishes to see itself. It falls to 
the Selectmen to see that that vision is maintained. Once a situation develops which does 
not comply with the vision it is very difficult to have it undone. The Board’s approach 
has been to explain the consequences of noncompliance which can include stiff court 
ordered fines and then to work with property owners who express interest in corrective 
action. This takes time. It would be easier if we all keep in mind the vision we have for 
ourselves. 


A number of smaller road issues were dealt with including access to the Stebbins Road 
fire pond and agreement on an intersection improvement at the corner of Derry Hill and 
Duncan Roads. The Board was kept informed on the update to our Hazard Mitigation 
Plan, department safety inspections and a proposal to place a cell tower on Gates 
Mountain which was not finally submitted. 


We are fortunate to have a Board with diverse experience in Town and in life. We look 


forward to 2013 and welcome your participation. Acworth Board of Selectmen:

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2012 Highway Department Report 
Our Department completed the installation of two bridge culverts on Crane Brook, 
prepped the Charlestown Road for paving, restored drainage on Gove and Black North 
roads, ditched a number of other roads, improved the Transfer Station site and provided 
routine maintenance throughout the Town during 2012. 


We got a late start on Crane Brook due to the wet weather early in the season. In the end 
the project came on budget despite its delay from 2011 and we were able to apply for 
additional FEMA funds to install guardrails. 


The wet weather accentuated problems which have been reoccurring on Gove Road. 
Work there went on during the Crane Brook project and included replacing 15 failed 
culverts, tree trimming and road shaping. From there our maintenance efforts moved on 
to Black North where we ditched and replaced culverts. I regret that we ran out of time to 
gravel Black North before winter but it’s at the top of our list for this spring. 


As we moved equipment around Town we fit in work opening up the access to the 
Stebbins Road fire pond and provided support to developing a fire pond at the Luther 
Farm. Securing fire ponds was named as a priority in the update of the Town’s Hazard 
Mitigation Plan particularly in light of recent dry summers. 


Most of the comments we received during the year were either about potholes or the 
work on Charlestown Road. Pot holes are a never ending challenge on rural roads. If 
they are wet a permanent fill will not stick and a temporary fill washes out. We keep them 
filled as conditions permit. We are currently trying to keep the rough spots on 
Charlestown Road smoothed out until we can resume work there. Many of you had 
concerns about the amount of clearing done on Charlestown Road. Adequate drainage is 
critical to building a safe and sustainable road bed. We are confident that when the paving 
and roadside grooming are complete some of those concerns will subside. 


Another highly visible project was the Transfer Station work. The changes there have 
made the site easier for Townspeople to access and for us and hauling vendors to 
maintain. The Department of Environmental Services has inspected and suggested using 
us as an example for other towns. 


During the year we also met with abutters to the Derry Hill/Duncan Road intersection and 
made plans to widen and level the roadbed there to better accommodate truck traffic, 
implemented a State grant for a garage generator, held a chainsaw safety workshop and 
conducted a safety inspection of the garage and Transfer Station with our insurance 
company to know how to be compliant with State regulations. 


At midyear we lost Ted Porter who had more than filled our need for a reliable full time 
man. Keith Short, Bob Stocker, Dave Huffling, Paul Surber, Dick Kangas, Dave 
DelGenio and Jeremy Rowe have worked with the Department over the year and I feel 
lucky to have them.

2012 Librarians’ Report 


Acworth Silsby Library had 3506 visits from patrons and visitors in 2012. We welcomed 
33 new patrons/families. We circulated 4279 books during the year and continue to add 
fiction, non-fiction, children’s books and movies on DVD to our collection monthly. 


The Library made the transition to a digital checkout system in October. We put our date 
stamp and ink pad in the closet and started using our computer and barcode scanner. This 
enables us to work more accurately as well as produce reports and answers to patron’s 
questions much more quickly. The Library staff is very pleased with this new way of 
doing things. 


We had 460 visits for computer use in 2012. We have a high speed DSL internet 
connection and computers for public use as well as a wireless connection. We provide 
access to Ancestry.com via the State Library. Patrons can use our computers for a variety 
of activities such as checking e-mail, looking for jobs, preparing school work, 
researching hobbies and interests. 


We are delighted to have the Acworth School students and teachers visit the library on a 
regular basis. And we have two Book Groups meeting monthly, one reading classics and 
the other reading general fiction. 


Our annual Book Sale was held in early August, raising additional funds for the Library. 
We thank all those who participated either by donating or by purchasing books. We will 
be accepting donations of books in the month of July 2013 as we prepare for our next 
sale. 


We are an active member of the Nubanusit cooperative, which provides a collection of 
movies that rotate bi-monthly among 22 local libraries. Patrons borrowed 163 Nubanusit 
items during 2012. 


Inter-library loans (ILL) continue to be a popular way for patrons to read books not 
owned by our library. A total of 498 books circulated. Typically we borrow about 2/3 of 
the total and loan out the reminder to other libraries. 


We thank our patrons, volunteers and all who assisted us throughout the year. Check out 
our website www.acworthlibrary.org - this site is updated monthly with new books and 
DVDs.

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2012 Library Trustees Report 


The major work on our Library expansion project was completed this year. The rest of 
the lower level was renovated in keeping with the style of our historic building, and 
stacks were added for our nonfiction collection, DVDs and audio books. The rotted back 
entry was repaired and a new insulated door installed. We have new utility and furnace 
rooms, and a storage closet was added for historic records. New shelving is being built 
for the Children’s Room. 


All this was made possible by very generous donations of time and money from Library’s 
supporters, along with local, state, and federal grants. As with the earlier stages of this 
project, no taxpayer money was used. A well-attended Open House was held in 
December to showcase our new lower level. 


The septic system was repaired this year, and a new toilet was installed. The furnace was 
updated. 


The Library went digital this year with the Alexandria small library cataloging system. 
This will give us better control of our growing collection. Helen Frink has begun sorting 
and cataloging our historic collection. 


We hope you will come to see the improvements in your Library and check out our 
expanded collections. Thank you to our supporters and patrons for a very good year. 


Income for 2012 totaled $66,778. Income came from the following sources: Town 
appropriation $37,960; donations $20,680; grants $6,940; book sales $1,129; interest on 
savings, CD & trust funds $69. 


Operating expenses for 2012 totaled $66,213. Expended as follows: Payroll & taxes 
$21,236; building renovations/repairs $33,098; books/periodicals/audio/video $4,308; 
utilities $2,026; fees/supplies & other $2,623; grounds care $1,040; heating system 
$1,881.

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2012 Acworth Cemeteries Report 


The past year has seen significant progress in maintaining and beautifying our town 
cemeteries. In November three large maples and one ash tree in the older section of the 
Hill Road cemetery were removed. In addition there was significant clearing of smaller 
trees around the perimeter of the new section. We thank R.L.Balla Inc. for hauling away 
large logs that were cut at no charge. New sugar maples will be planted to replace the old 
trees that are lost. Our budget request for 2013 reflects our need to remove other dying 
trees before they can cause costly damage to headstones. Our biggest challenge will be to 
remove a very large and highly inaccessible maple in the Batchelder Nye Cemetery. The 
monument repair accomplished this past year included headstones broken by a fallen tree 
limb in 2011. 


This past year sixty-three old slate headstones in the Batchelder Nye cemetery were re- 
positioned and straightened, and nine monuments in the Hill Road cemetery were also 
repaired. A few of the headstones repaired were less than fifty years old, and the town 
bears that expense from faulty installation. 


A new sign installed in the Hill Road cemetery reminds people that new plantings of 
trees, shrubs, and perennials are not allowed, as they hinder mowing and increase the 
costs of trimming around monuments. 


In September dozens of visitors enjoyed the annual Cemetery Walk. Mary Lou Reed 
portrayed World War I nurse Clara Mitchell; Debby Hinman became Mary Graham 
Brooks, Denise Lindgren enacted Parnell Murray and Kenneth Grant brought Lyle 
“Sparky” Farnsworth to life. In the splendid fall weather many people remarked on the 
beauty of our town cemetery. 


In addition to cemetery maintenance, sale of lots, and managing the budget and grounds, 
the trustees and sexton also answer inquiries from genealogists tracing their descent from 
former Acworth residents. This year descendants of Joseph Finlay, Dr. Lyman Brooks, 
Supply Reed, and Stephen Thornton were among those who contacted us for assistance. 


Sexton Kristian Fenderson continued updating old burial records. We can now supply 
spreadsheets of inscriptions in the old Batchelder Nye cemetery and burial records for the 
Hill Road cemetery. Thanks to his continued service, which is donated without cost to the 
town, both our records and our grounds are in excellent condition.

This past year saw what is getting to be a pretty typical pattern of incidents for us, with 
the most common call being related to medical problems. There were fewer problems 
related to trees on wires compared to the previous year when there were more summer 
storms than usual. 


There was one structure fire, which, unfortunately, was a total loss due to the structure 
being fully engaged before it was reported. Furthermore, the building was on a Class 6 
road that was in poor condition and access was difficult. We ended up having to run 
several hundred feet of hose from our pumper to the fire ground because the road was so 
bad. Whenever there is an emergency on a Class 6 road, we will respond as best we can, 
but if the road condition is a risk to our equipment, we may not be able to respond as 
effectively as we would like. 


This year saw the addition of several new members to the Company, which is good news, 
particularly since several of them were already experienced emergency responders. Other 
members completed training toward certification. As always, we welcome anyone 
interested in joining the company.

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2012 Planning Board Report 


Early in the year the Planning Board was notified that ATT intended to submit an 
application to install a cell tower on Gates Mountain. The Town adopted a 
Telecommunications Ordinance in 1982 which had never been tested. Board members 
worked to familiarize themselves with the requirements of our ordinance, conferred with 
other cell tower towns and with our Regional Planning Commission in order to act in 
Acworth’s best interests. Ultimately ATT did not follow through but the experience 
provided useful insight into needed updates to our ordinance which voters will have an 
opportunity to enact at this year’s Town Meeting. 


The Board hosts an annual Joint Boards Meeting each spring. In 2012 ATT was a major 
topic for discussion but two additional topics which came up, water protection and 
accessory dwellings, were pursued by the Planning Board during the year. The Board 
reviewed model groundwater protection ordinances and made the foundation step of 
including water protection in appropriate places in the Master Plan. Accessory dwellings 
is a complicated subject for which the Board needs more time and input from the public 
to develop ordinance amendments. They may revisit that topic in 2013. 


Tree work on Scenic Roads received considerable Board attention. The New Hampshire 
Electric Coop and Nationalgrid both submitted plans for trimming which involved site 
meetings with Board members and public hearings. Discussion about tree work that was 
part of ditching and drainage on the Charlestown Road took place in the spring and again 
in the fall. The work was done with individual owner permission but there was 
considerable public comment over the extent of the project. 


The Board met twice with Dave Lacasse to prepare the 2013 Capital Improvement Plan. 
In their discussion the Board noted the potential need for increased spending on 
equipment replacement due to rising costs and the age of some of our machines. While 
replacement of aging equipment was kept on the CIP, alternatives such as contracting for 
grader work were raised. 


Three lot changes took place: a merger, a lot line adjustment and one subdivision. The 
Tory Hill excavation permit was renewed and Doug Robinson and Steven Holt joined 
Department of Resources and Economic Development personnel to tour the Allstone 
Quarry. Allstone has inquired as to the procedure for permitting crushing for on-site use 
of quarry waste materials; the Board will be working with them on the application 
process in 2013. 


The Board held a public hearing in November to air changes in the Telecommunications 
Ordinance and updates to the Master Plan. Planning affects us all and input from 
Townspeople is vital to developing regulations. Regular meetings take place the last 
Wednesday of each month.

2012 Acworth Conservation Commission 


Gove Town Forest 

In 2012 the Conservation Commission contracted with Town Forester Peter Rhoades to mark and 
paint the boundaries of the 85 acres added to the Gove Town Forest in 2011. This task has been 
completed and the acreage is now clearly integrated into the Gove Forest. Originally we did not 
plan to do any logging in the Gove Forest in 2012, but Peter Rhoades advised us to consider a cut 
of the healthy ash trees in the Gove Forest before the emerald ash borer made its way into NH. 
The emerald ash borer is a destroyer of ash trees and was discovered as far north as the Berkshires 
as of fall 2012. New Hampshire has set up traps throughout the state to monitor for the presence 
of the ash borer. Once it reaches a geographical area the ash trees are quarantined, cannot be 
logged for any purpose, and will be eaten and destroyed by the borers. The Conservation 
Commission voted to move forward with a cut of the ash trees to be completed in early 2013. 
Pfohl Easement 

A plan is in progress for the owner to donate a conservation easement on the majority of the Pfohl 
property. The easement will be held by the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests 
(SPNHF ) and means the property in the easement cannot ever be developed and will remain open 
to the public for specified activities. Even though the easement is donated there are considerable 
expenses involved: legal costs, surveys, land agent, etc. Because of the excellent conservation 
value of the property the Conservation Commission voted to appropriate $7,000 from the 
Conservation Fund to be used toward the expenses. The money will be paid to SPNHF when the 
expenses for the easement are incurred. 

East Acworth Wetlands 

The Conservation Commission continues to monitor the gravel pit area which is used for target 
practice and other activities. Unfortunately there is still a problem with the area continually being 
trashed. Members of the Conservation Commission clean up the area periodically. We are 
working with SPNHF to come up with solutions to this ongoing problem. 

Annual Green-Up Day First Saturday in May: Once again Acworth volunteers picked up litter 
along our roads and took the collected trash to the transfer station where other volunteers sorted 
out cans and bottles for recycling. Thank you to all who participated in this annual spring clean up 
and to all who regularly pick up litter along Acworth’s roads. 

Monthly review: DES Applications for Wetlands Permits, Shoreland Protection Permits, Intents 
to Cut and other items forwarded to us by the Board of Selectmen. 

Water Quality: The commission shared costs with the Unity Conservation Commission for the 
May, July, and September water quality monitoring tests of Crescent Lake. We continue to be 
involved with the Cold River Local Advisory Committee on their annual water quality monitoring 
and other projects related to the Cold River. 

Membership: We are actively seeking new members to replace those whose terms are expiring. If 
you love Acworth’s public lands, please consider joining us. Selectmen appoint members, who 
serve a three-year term. We meet the second Wednesday of the month, 7 PM at the town hall.

Your properties will again become separate lots; however, they must still conform to 
existing land use ordinances.
